It was to compete with the 
Wabash line at Atchison, St. Joseph and other 
river cities that the Missouri Pacific extended 
its line up the river beyond Kansas City on the 
Kansas side. Under the control of different 
interests and rival managements, the two roads 
would compete directly for local business at 
several points within this State, and indirectly 
at several other points. Notoriously it was 
the competition between these two roads that 
suggested the clause in our present Constitu-. 
tion forbidding the consolidation or joint con- 
trol of two parallel or competing roads, and no 
court or jury can quibble its way around the 
fact. If the provision was not inserted to cover 
this very case, nobody can tell what it was in- 
serted for. Mr. GovuLp's attorney, bowever, 
quietly remarks that it will be a long time be- 
fore the suit reaches an adjudication of the 
competing line question. In fact this litigation 
will probably result only in showing that this 
particular provision of the Constitution is not 
self-enforcing, and that the Legislature has

The Recent Decrease in the Great 
Vanderbilt Fortune. 


A Finanolal Romance—Jay Gould's Scheme 
to Bolster Up Stocks—How Wm. H. Van 
derbilt Was Caught—Failure of the 
Younger Vanderbilts as Speculators—A 
Neglected Son's Sucoess.

New York, February 18.—Old Commodore Van- 
derbilt would never have anything to do with Jay 
Gould. He looked upon the “little man,” as Wall

Dynamiters Plotting to Aid El Mahdi 
in the Soudan.

A Strange Story From Paris—Henri Roche. 
fort the Chief Adviser of the Plotters—The 
**Missionaries’ Sent to the Soudan. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disvateoh. 

New Yorx, February 18.—For some time it has 
been notice! that great activity has prevailed 
among the dynamite element in Paris. Secret 
meetings have been. frequently held and delegates 
have quietiy come and gone from America - and 
elsewhere. These meetings have been noticed in 
the London press, whose Paris correspondents have 
explained the activity of the dynamiters, as a prep- 
aration for a congress, shortity to be heid in that 
city, for the purpose of bringing about a union 
between the advocates of ‘scientific warfare” aod 
the old Fenian organization, 

“The real cause of the unususal stir among the 
dynamite war party who have made Paris their 
headquariers,” said a dynamiter yesterday, “has 


not been the assembling of an impossible congress, 
but the adoption of means to assist Fi Mahdi 
in the destruction of the British force in 
the Soudan. It has been learned from a secret but 
reliable source that certain ‘individuals, skilled in 
the use of explosives and who have seen military 
service in Europe and in «America, have left Paris 
already and are now on their way to the Soudan. 
It ia said that the suggestion originated with Henri 
Rochefort, through whose services a “safe con- 
duct” was obtained for 
THE “MISSIONARIES.” 


It will be remembered that when J. J. O'Kelly 
was sent out by the London Daily 
News after the death of O'Donovan with 


Hicks Pasha's army, Rochefort procured for him 
letters securing him a safe coniuct to the camp of 
the Mahd?. ‘lhe letters were procured from an 
Arab resident ir Paris, who edits a littie paper pub- 
lished in Arabic and Eng‘ish, and which is distr but. 
ed among the teading Mosiems in several cities of 
the Levant. O'Kelly proceeded on his way to join 
the Mahdi, and would have succeeded but that

cepted and held him a prisoner. Be- 
sides, it is certain that Oliver Pain, the 


communist, and other Europeans known to Roche- 
fort and his fr enda, are at present ia El Mandi's ser- 
vice. The object of the missionaries wili be to 
jusctruct tne Mahdi in the manaer of paralyzing and 
destroying the British foreesa in the Soudan. To 
this end they wili endeavor to press on Ei Mahdi 
and his advisers, the necessity of avoiding pitched 
battles or fighting in the open field, and will demon- 
strate to him how the advantages or disadvantages 
on both sides wul be equalized.

resumed active operations with a_ force 
of 200 men at work, with all of the 
orders on band that they can supply for 
some time. The Architectural Iron Foundry 
on Papin avenue isin operation with a large force 
and with heavy orders ahead for the spring trade. 
The Kranz Kreim Manufacturing Company bas in- 
creased its force from forty-five to seventy-five 
men, and is consuming tons of iron a day. 
The barb wire factories are as busy as they can be, 
and the manufacturers say that there never was @ 
brighter prospect for the trade. The giass trade, 
which has been unusually dull, is improving, and 
similar reports are received from _ neariy 
ali branches of trade and manufacturing. The de- 
mand is strong, and the stock in the hands of mid- 
diemen is about exhausted.
